The trial of the case Involved the testimony 
of two witnesses,Mre,. Heyworth and Thomas 
McGuire, manager of McGuire & White's 
detective agency, which Mrs. Heyworth had 
enployed to follow her husband. 

Miss Barrett’s Name Involved. 

Most of the testimony centered around two 
visits made by Heyworth to a resort et 
Thirty-second atreet and Indiana avenue, 
known as the Beulah house. It was said that 
Heyworth visited this house frequently to 
meet Miss Sarah Barrett. 

Mrs. Heyworth said she married in 1897 
and the trouble between Heyworth and he# 
self began in 1902, when she learned that 
Heyworth was in love with another woman. 
A family council was called, which was at- 
tended by her father, Otto Young, Hey- 


‘worth’s mother, and herself and Heyworth, 


and the woman in question. 

For a few months after that conference, 
Mrs. Heyworth said, she and her husband 
got along all right; then he resumed his 
habits of staying away from home. 


Should Be Ashamed of Himself. 


Mrs. Heyworth testified that on two occa- 
sions she saw Heyworth come déut of the 
house in Indiana avenue. Both times she 
upbraided him for his conduct. When she 
met him on April 14 she said; 

‘‘I think you ought to be ashamed of your- 
self, the father of two lovely children.” ' 

In response to her request, she said, De- 
tective Hopper telephoned her April 18 that 
Heyworth was in the house at Thirty-second 
street and Indiana avenue. In company with 
her sister, Hopper, and McGuire, she went to 
the place. The party stood across the street 
from the house. In a few minutes Heyworth 
came out. They walked to meet him. 

“JT am surprised at you that you should go 
to such a house,” said Mrs. Heywokth. 

“ Come, jet’s not make a scene here in the 
street,’*said Heyworth, as a crowd was al- 
ready gathering. 

The wife testified that in the course of the 
conversation Heyworth had remarked that 
their home life was “all rot’ anyway; .and 
that he knew that if he kept going to the 
resort he would be found out in time. 


Detective a Witness. 


Detective McGuire was the only other wit- 
ness. His evidence was corroborative of Mrs. 
Heyworth’s. He told of instances where his 


detectives had “ shadowed "’ eeyworth at his | 


wife's request. 

He related the incident of the sai te Beu- 
lah house on April 18 in company with Mrs. 
Heyworth and the conversation which took 
place. He also testified as to the nature of 
the resort. 

A. &. Trude, attorney for Mrs. Heyworth, 
said if it was necessary he would put the 
other detective on the stand, but this was 
not required. 

Then the lawyers consulted with Judge 
McEwen, while Otto Young, Mrs. Heyworth’s 
father, who was in court with her, paced up 
and down the courtroom. Heyworth was not 
present. 

Finally Mre. Heyworth was asked if she 
wanted alimony.

tivity and presence of mind of his family 
phyeician, Dr. F. 8. Dennis. 


| Is Oarried to Safety. 

Ipr. Dennis, aided by servants, carried Mr. 
Nickerson to safety. He and Mrs. Nicker- 
sca lost their entire wardrobe. Mr. Nick- 
ergon survived the shock of the fire fairly 
well, but later sank and his death followed 
yesterday. His illness, dating from Septem- 
ber, Was aggravated by the ‘shock of the 
fire. 


It is recalled that the fire was the second 


distressing incident, faced by Mr. Nicker- 
son in the month. The other case was the 
killing of Austin Baker by his special train 
from New York at North Harwich crossing, 
as he was going to his summer home a week 
before. That accident also seriously affect- 
ed | Mr. Nickerson’s already frail health. 


Long a Resident of Chicago. 

Mr. Nickerson was born forty-six years ago 
and until ten years ago was a continuous res- 
ident of this city.

Heirs to $100,000 Estate in 
Clay County Said to Have 
Used “Undue In- 
fluence.” 


MAGRUDER NOT THE MAN. 


An attempt to influence @ decision.of the 


Supreme court is discovered to be the cause 
of the unusti oceedings of that body 
since Thursday night, when a midnight ses- 
sion of the court was held. The attempt 
was made in a will case originating in Clay 
county, and a “ middleman” was used, a 
man described as “a friend of one of the 
judges.’’ 

The action now being taken by the court 
looks to the, disbarment of the attorneys 
connected with the attempt and to the pun- 
ishment of the “‘ mid@eman” if sufficient 
evidence can be obtained. 

It was for the purpose of securing this 
evidence that the court endeavored to keep 
ite proceedings a secret, and for that reason 
held the midnight session. The fact that 
Attorney General Stead and State’s Attorney 
R. 8. C. Reaugh of Clay county have been 
called into the investigation indicates that 
efforts are being made to start p-vusecutions. 


Magruder Is Not Involved. 


This “middleman” is said not to have 
been an employé of the court and yet to have 
had the privileges of oné; The justice with 
whom he Is supposed to béon terms of inti- 
macy is not n. rtlomed, but, inasmuch -as 
Justice Magruder’s name has been mentioned 
in connection with the case, the information 
is volunteered that it was not he, it being 
eaid furthermorté that Justice Magruder 
knows nothing about the attempt to influence 
the decision. 

In an indirect way—but in a way that has 
upset the court in an extraordinary fashion 
—an effort is said to have been made to obtain 
a verdict which would set aside a will which 
carried a bequest of $100,000 in real estate to 
Ewing college, a southern IlMnois Baptist 
school, 


‘How the Case Started. 


The bequest was made by’William H. Hud- 
delson of Louisville, Clay county. Katherine 
McDaniel and twenty others, relatives and 
heirs of Huddieson, sought to have it set 
aside. In the Circuit court they obtained a 
faverable decree, but W. H. Dillman, ex- 
ecutor of the estate, the trustees of the col- 
lege, and the Americap Baptist Missionary 
society, appealed the case to the Supreme 
court, There, according to information re- 
ceived from! Springfield, an effort was made 
through the undentified middleman to influ- 
ence the decision. 

B. D. Monroe, former assistant attorney 
general, one of the attorneys for Ewing col- 
lege, was the man who brought the charges 
td the attention of the Bupreme court, but 
he has declined to make public their nature. 


Tries to Influence Justice? 


At first it was thought that the misdeed, 
which has aroused the court, was an altera- 
tion of court records, bUt later informa- 
tion denies this and states that the offense 
was more serious, being an attempt to in- 
fluence the court, 

The justice who is supposed to be friendly 
to the man through whom the attempt was 
made, is said to be the most TegREDS, of 
the entire court.

Changes in Beveridge Bill. 

In the original Beveridge amendment it 
wes provided that the packers should exhibit 
to the railroad company with every shipment 
a certificate showing that it had passed the 
government inspection. This probably will 
be stricken out of the revised amendment, 
because it is believed it is unnecessary, as 
each individual package of meat must show 
a government stamp or label exactly as bar- 
rels or bottles of whisky in original packages 
must exhibit the government revenue stamp, 
which of itself is an indication that the goods 
have been properly inspected before ship- 
ment. 

Packers to Pay Fees. 

As regards the cost of the inspection, it will 
be put upon the packers. That has been the 
chief bone of contention throughout the 
whole of this fight. : Chairman Wadeworth 
oud Representative Lorimer, in their mis- 
taken efforts to protect the packing house in- 
dustry, have traveled around in circles, and 
have reached the point where they started, 


which is the Beveridge amendment, putting 


the expense on the packers, where it belongs, 
and not upon the government. 

‘There might be no objection to the gov- 
ernment paying the fees of its own inspec- 
tion out of a treasury appropriation if that 
appropriation were a standing one. The 
difficulty arises from the fact that every year 
the department of agriculture must prepare 
its estimates and send them to the house of 
representatives, where all riaie Bini ietienET bills 
must originate. 

. At least two members of the committee 
on agriculture, Representative Lorimer and 
Chairman Wadsworth, have shown them- 
selves opposed to government inspection. 
They have separately and together, inside of 
the committee room and out of it, attacked 
the report prepared by the commissioner 
of labor in the line of his official duty asa 
sworn governmént officer, directed by the 
president to make an honest investigation 
without fear or favor. 


Wadsworth in the Way. 

It is perfectly evident to every one that 
after the agitation had died down Chairman 
Wadsworth would do in the future what he 
has donein the past. That tstosay, he would 
cut déwn the appropriation for government 
inspection to a point which would cripple the 
service and which, while it woukd hold the 
government responsible, would not give the 
administration the means to defend its re- 
sponsibility. One house of representatives 
cannot bind another. 

There is no way in which a system of in- 
spection can be made independent of the 
open hostility of Chairman Wadsworth, who 
will remain in his present position of almost 
unlimited power just so long as the republic- 
ane retain control of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

The estimates of the department of agri- 
culture have been cut down repeatedly by 
Chairman Wadsworth, and even if he were 
out of congress other chairmen would be 
found, in all probability, who would listen 
to thé siren voice of the packers and turn a 
deaf ear to the pleadings of the scientific de- 
partment of the government. 


Fixed Fees the Best. 

Secret Wilson and President Roosevelt. 
who are both friendly to the packing interest 
from education, have come to the conclusion 
that it is indispensable to a successful gov- 
ernment inspection that the cost should be 
defrayed by fixed fees, so that the service 
may be self-sustaining throughout, and may 
not be dependent on the whims or the hos- 
tiltties of either the chairman or any of the 
members of the committee on agriculture. 

Representative Bowie of Alabama has pre- 
pared a section of the proposed amendment 
fixing a maximum fee of 8 cents a head for 
the government inspection. <A beef ‘‘ crit- 
ter”’ would chew up that amount of feed in 
a few minutes, the cost Is so small that it 
could not be felt by any one, and if.it is 
saddled upon the owners of the live stock 
against their will it is pretty good testimony 
that a trust exists among the packing house 
men. 

At the hearings today S. H. Cowan of Texas, 
F. P. Johnson of Colorado, representing the 
live stock men; and Dr. Melvin, representing 
the bureau of animal industry, all testified 
in regard to the expense, Thecattle growers 
want action taken immediately so as to put 
an end to the agitation so unwisely provoked 
by Representative Lorimer and Chairman 
Wadsworth. : 

Dr. Melvin declared that the cost of gov- 
ernment inspection last year was only 2 
cents for cattle, 14 cents for hogs, and 1% 
cents for sheep per head. The government 
inspection of meat for export is at the pres- 
ent time devoted entirely to the determination 
of the character of the meat at the time it 
was killed. Dr. Melvin estimated for the 
benefit of the committee that the detailed 
sanitary inspection of the houses, in addition 
to the microscopic and chemical analysis, 
would increase the cost to about 5 cents for 
cattle and calves and 3 cente for hogs and 
sheep. The total annual cost on this basis 
would be $1,880,215. He showed there would 
be a necessity for emergency appropriations 
and that the bureau would constantly have 
to come to congress to meet deficiencies 
owing to increased business or new condi- 
tions. . 
-.. How the Committee Stands. 

In view of this estimate of the head of 
the bureau of anima! industry a majority o¢ 
the committee, as shown by a poll taken 
by Representative Bowie, are in favor of 
a system of inspection fees fixing a maxi- 
mutn of 8 cents per head and leaving 
to the president and the secretary of agri- 
eviture to devise regulations which will 
make the fee to the packers as nearly as 
persible the actual expense to the govern- 

ment. 


When one realizes that the expense of

for the smaller animals, it is easy to see 
what a mess Representative Lorimer and 
Chairman Waiisworth have led the packers 
into by their hostility to President Roose- 
veit’s plan. 

The total inspection of all the packing 
houses in the United States on all the meat 
intended for interstate and foreign com- 
merce would hot amount to over $2,000,000 
a year. It is safe to assume that the harm 
done to the packing busin agen already and 
which will be done by thé present agita- 
tion would pay for this inspection for the 
next ten years and more.

SH@W MEAT INSPECTION RIGID. 


State Live Stock Commission, Report- ' 


ing to Governor, Explains End 
of Bad Meats. 


Springfield, Ill.; June 9.—[Special.}]—Gov. 
Deneen today received from the state live 
stock commission a full report on its inepec- 
tion of cattle at the:Chicago stockyards. The 
report was asked for several days ago, be- 
cause of the disclosures in the Neill-Reyn- 
clds report, for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the state inepection wasin any man- 
ner responsible for the reported abuses. 

In their report the commissioners deecribe 
in detail*the procedure they follow and add: 

“Tf an animal fs deemed unfit for human 
consumption, it is condemned and its car- 
cass is defaced in the presence of inspectors 
by slashing it into ribbons with knives. 
It then taken to a rendering tank, 
steam is turned on, and the carcass 
cooked into fertilizer. The tank remains 
sealed until sufficient time has elapsed for 
cooling, when the seal is removed by an 
agent of the bureau of animal industry.’

CHIEF SANITARY INSPECTOR HED- 
RICK REPORTS CONDITIONS. — 


. 


Orders Various Minor Changes, Chief- 
ly in Way of Replacing Wooden 
Floors with Asphalt and Improv- 
ing Toilet Facilities—Tells ef Swift 
& Ce Piant in Detail and Will) 
Make Similar Statements Tomorrew 
on Morris and Libby Buildings. 


Recommendations for the improventent of 
sanitary conditions in the packing houses 
were made to Health Commissioner Whalen 
yesterday by, Chief City Sanitary Inspector 
Perry L. Hedrick. Notices will be issued to 
the packing firms tomorrow t clean and 
renovate their plants in compliance with his 
suzgestions. 

Mr. Hedrick did not find conditions so: 
shocking as they were observed several] 
weeks ago by government experts, and he 
declares he found the packers willing and 
eager to remedy defects. The principal 
changes he recommends are a replacement of 
wooden floors by asphalt or impervious ma- 
terial, the improvement of the tollet facilities, 
aud the enforeemrent of the rule that em- 
picyés shall wash their hande frequently, and 
change aprons and frocks dually. 


Light and Ventilation Good. 

The light and ventilation in nearly all the 
buildings of Swift & Co. were found good, 
and the inspéctor reports one or two of the 
cid buildings are soon to be replaced by 
new ones.. In nearly all cases the toilet com- 
partments were found on the outside of the 
bui.dings, and the, management promised to 
bvulld new toilet facilities where present rooms 
are insufficient. 

In the ham cutting room additional venti- 
lation is required. In the hog house a new 
brick floor has been ordered in the tank 
room. The pens for the stock in the north 
beef house dre temporary, and will be re- 
placed within sixty days. 

An-asphalt floor has been ordered in the 
sceep slaughtering house, and seats for the 
women employés of the sausage making de- 
partment are required. In the lard refinery 
the ventilation is inadequate, and more air 
must be provided. In the beef coolers. and 
chill room the inspectors re report that the hot 
air and vapor arising from’the meat by an 
open brine system prevent dampness of walls 
and ceilings. The air is washed and purified, 
and the ventilation for the room is found 
good. In the hog cutting cooler the open 
brine system will also be installed. , 


One Serious Violation Found. . 

One serious violation was found in the cold 
storage building, where the toilet room is 
over a sewer in a yard, and the inspectors 
ordered this changed at once. 

“While a gredt many floors must be 
changed from wood to asphalt,” says the re- 
port, ‘’ their condition at the time of inspec- 
tion showed them to have been kept in a 
reasonably clean condition end they were 
free from foul odor. 

“The management has needed no encour- 
agement te order changes when there was 
any question as to whether their condition 
might be passed as being fair.”’ 

The inspections were made by William C. 
Doherty, Patrick O’Brien, and Archibald 
Dudley, under the direction of Chief Sanitary

The Spectator also says that two worlds 
have been shocked and infuriated by the Chi- 
cago packing houses, which appear to com- 
bine pretty well all the characteristi¢ evils 
which degrade our civilization. It continues: 

“They are recklessly selfish. They stop 
at no offense that promises to serve their 
purpose. They are grossly oppressive to 
those intheiremtploy. They are familiar with 


every kind of fraudulent method in disguis: ° 


ing the diseased offal it pleases them to sell as 
meat. They know how to square officials 
if they are threatened by so much as the 
shadow of an inspection. They have not even 
tried to conceal thelr misdeeds.”

COMPANY WILLING TO PAY 65 PER 
CENT ON POLICIES. 


Notifies. Its Claimants in San Fran- 
Ciseo That if They Reject This 
Proposi@ion They Must fake What 
the Fire -Inégurance Corporation Is 
Able to Give After It Has Taker 
Advantage of Barthquake Ctause

The stockholders of the Calumet Fire In- 
surance company of Chicago, which was hit 
hard by the San Francisco disaster along 
with the Traders’, made a final alternative 
offer yesterday to its policyholders there in 
a last effort to save the risk organization 
from failure. 

The company, through its reprebentatives 
in San Francisco, gave the policy holders 
their choice between accepting 65 per cent 
of the amount dué them on fire losses or tak- 
ing whatever the company is able to give 
them after it has taken advantage of the 
earthquake clause in the policies. . This pro- 
posal was made after several weeks of dis- 
cussion among the stockholders. 

The Calumet has been organized only a 


time. This situation makes it all the harder 
for the stockholders to save the organization 
from failure. 

Insurance men who were inboriiuals of the 
cémpany’s predicament last night predicted 
that the concern would have to cease busi- 
ness in case the San Francisco policy holders 
would not accept either of the alternatives 
offered them. 


Some Policy Holders Refuse. 


The company apparently has encountered 
some difficulty in winning the favor of the 
policy holders to the new proposition, it 
is stated that a number of the larger pol cy 
‘holders already have refused to accept the 66 
per cent offer of settlement.. | 

The alternative proposition was dedcfded 


meeting. Since the fire several meetings 
have been held to hear reports from President 
W. I. Osborne, Secretary A. W. Haight, and 
Director Fred 8. James, who are all in San 
Francisco looking over the situation and are 
keeping the Chicago office posted on affairs 
relative to the losses. The fact that President 
Osborne was forced to go to San Francisco 
shows the gravity of the situation over which 
the stockholders are trying to tide the com- 


pany. 
Loss Will Exceed $1,000,000. 

It is now believed the aggregate loss of 
the organization in San Francisco will ex- 
ceed $1,000,000. The stockholders have been 
assessed at least once for funds to save the 
company from bankruptcy. Each “shate of 
stock was assessed $250. With this money the 
concern hoped to weather the crisis, but from 
the latest developments it is evident that 
the assessment was inadequate for the re- 
quirements, although if, amounted dn ryend 
nuinbers to $500,000. 

The capital of the year old company is 
given as $456,000 and its estimated risks at 
$1,382,000.

Locai motorists who believe in adhering to 
the sp+ed limit, and who condemn the reck- 
lessness shown by some, welcome the placing 
of the “fire balls’’ at Michigan avenue and 
Thirty-third street.

It Was this same reckless- 
ness that has put him out of business in races 
where victory seems his. In the last Gordon 
Bennett he had caught Thery, who turned 
out the winner, and was making therace a 
runaway when a stone from the road broke 
the radiator of his car and he hadtostop. In 
the last Vanderbilt he nearly had a lap on his 
ficid and only had another circuit to go when 
he was struck by Christie after he had 
stopped to change tires. In the Cuban road 
race he sacrificed his chances rather than 
run away and leave his injured mechanic.

UNWATCHED, 


Rievinrtanenil im Past Always Iineisted 
on Exercising Strict Supervision

aA meeting last’ week at the palace of the 
utchbishop of Paris, ‘This is itself an event 
because it was neither authorized” nor 
watched by: the govermment. Under the 
monarchy bishops could meet only with the 
permission of the king and for a special 
object already approved by him. During the 
whole nineteenth century, asiong as the con- 
cordat lasted, the bishops were still more 
strictly forbidden to hold any kind of coun- 
cils or meetiggs, for the aimof the concordat 
was precisely to get rid of the episeopal body 
in order to allow ite members to exist only as 
individualities. 

This meeting of the bishops is the first re- 
sult of the régime of liberty instituted by the 
-eeperstion law, A majority of the bishops 
} geem to have understood this, and though the 
greatest precautions were taken againet all 
indiseretions it is reported from an author!i- 
tative source that eonciliation on the lines of 
organizations of cultual associations was 
voted. by “47 bishops against 25. 

This vote has been transmitted to Rome. 
It does net bind ths pope and it is affirmed 
that in his entourage he speaks of resistance. 
Nevertheless this yote has given great mofal 
force to the partisans of the cssociation’s 
cultuelies and of conciliation which include 
the intellectuals of France, whose eyes were 
opened either before or after the recent gén~ 
eral election, from whith resulted the new 
ehember with its radical majority. 


Brisson’s Election Significant. 

This chamber met on Tuesday, June 5. 
According to custom, it gave the first indicd- 
tion of its state of mind by electing for pres- 
ident the veteran republican, Henry Brisson, 
who had no rival, former President Doumer 
having felt that the new conditions were 
not favorable to him.

PARIS, June 9.—Appendicitis again was 
one of the questions discussed by the Acad- 
emy of Medicine on Tuesday. Prof. Cornil 
Reclus, and M. Richelot replied to the recent 
statement of Prof. Dielafoy against the too 
frequent tendency to operate in every case. 

Cornil expressed the opinion that, because 
the appendix had a healthy appearance, it 
does not follow that a seriows case of ap- 
pendicitis might not ensue if it Were not re- 
moved. Cornil added that it was impossible 
to detect with the nake@ eye whether the 
appendix ta# healthy or not. 

Reclus strongly combated Dielafoy’s tests 
and declared that a simultaneity of appendi- 
citis and typhlitis often had.been noted, and 


that it was far from being infrequent, as ° 


Dielatoy suggested. 

Referring to the statements by Drs. Diela- 
foy and Doyen that many surgeons are pre- 
disposed to perform operations for supposed 


appendicitis when the patient really is suffer- 


ing from muco-membraneous-typhiitie, an- 
other reader writes calling attention to the 
opposite danger—that’ is, Gelay when the 
patient is suffering with append@gicitis. 

He relates his own case of foumyears' mar 
tyrdom from appendicitis, during which the 
doctors refused to operate, declaring his case 
was not appendicitis because thege was no 
high fever and no vomiting. iy he 
called upon the services of a cert eminent 
French surgeon, who in five minute decided 
on an operation for appendicitis, This theory 
was correct and now thépa@tient has regained 
his normal strength, after having lost: fifty 
pounds in weiiiit.

- Anarchists Simply Criminals. 

- wfiarchists are merely white thugs. Their 
‘Goctrines, like those of thuggery, consist of 
murder and outrage, and there is no doubt 
that it has now become the duty of the va- 
rious governments in their rdéle of the re- 
sponsible protectors of the people subject to 
theiz control, to shield them from this grave 
peril, in precisely the same way as the eng- 
lish authorities did in India. 

The question of summary extradition ane 
expulsion of anarchists is of altogether 
miror importance, and it is well that this is 
the case. For, however much the powers 
may agree on‘other subjects, they invariably 
fina themselves at issue on this. Russia, for 
instance, is only too glad to keep her nihilists 
and her anarchists abroad, and would be the 
first to resent any arfangement by which all 
Muscovite anarchists now living in Spain, 
France, Italy, Germany, 
America were to be gathered together and 
shipped back to St. Petersburg. Indeed, it 
is a great mistake to imagine that Russia is 
so anxious for her refugees that she is pre- 
pared to go any lengths to get hold of them. 
On the contrary, she is only too delighted to 
kuow that they remain abroad, and the same 
may be said of other countries that furnish 
the breeding grounds and the hotbeds of 
anarchy. 


Kill for the Notoriety. 


But there is one important point which de- 
serves consideration. According to the re- 
markable investigations of the eminent 
Italian professor, Lombroso, nearly every 
one of the crimes committed by anarchists, 
notably the murders of Empress Elizabeth, 
of King Humbert, of the Spanish premier, 
Canovas, and-of President McKinley, has 
been prompted by vanity and a craze for 
notoriety. Some concerted steps should be 
taken to prevent any description of the 
crime or of the anarchist who had committed 
it. Five and thirty years ago there was a 
class of offenses against morality in England 
for which men were hanged. The proceedings 
in.court were never. recorded by, the press. 
‘The only mention made was to the effect that 
so and so had been “convicted and sen- 
tenced to death for an indescribable offense."’ 
That was all the public heard about the mat- 
ter, and the absence of publicity served to 
strike terror and awe into the*minds of 
those, given to offegees of this character. If 
the same silence and absence of publicity 
were accorded to anarchists of the type of 
Luccheni—who was actually interviewed by

What are 
needed today, at any rate where the anarch- 
ist brand of criminals is concerned, are de- 
tectives of the Sherlock Holmes order. 

How hopeless it is to dream of any effectual 
protection from anarchist outrages under 
present conditions is apparent from the re- 
mark made by King Alfonso to Ambassador 
Whitridge at the royal palace at Madrid a 
few evenings ago, when he intimated that, 
though he had eseaped the three attempts 
upon his life, yet he was perfectly aware 
that they would be repeated until they suc- 
ceeded. ‘‘ The risk is always there,” he ex- 
claimed. Rulers, in fact, always offer a par- 
ticular temptation to the homicidal anarch- 
ist; whose vanity and craze for notoriety is 
satisied by the knowledge that he will 
achieve by’a murder of this kind something 
that he could never hope to attain in any 
other way—namely: a lasting place in the 
history of the world. Raised above his fellow 
creatures by reason of their rgnk, rulers 
offer the same attraction to the anarchist as 
a lofty tree does to lightning, and it is no 
exaggeration or mere figure of speech to 
assert that emperors and empresses, kings 


forever in the shadow of death, never more 
so than when in public. 


Forty Rulers Killed in 100 Years. 


During the nineteenth century no less than 
two score rulers have been laid icw by as- 
sassins, while the attempts upor others are 
well up in the hundreds. It is for this rea- 
(gon that insurance companies are always 
reluctant to insure royalty, and there are 
gome sovereigns in the old world whom they 
decline to insure at any price, owing to the 
nature of the “risk.’’ Queen Victoria's life 
was frequently attempted, and it is known 
that on the occasion of her diamond jubilee, 
when she drove through the streets of Lon- 
don, she was haunted from the moment she 
left Buckingham palace until ter return by 
the dread of some such outrage ag that 
which spattered her granddaughier’s bridal 
dress with blood at Madrid last week. 

Emperor Nicholas has seen his grandfa- 
ther and his brother-in-law. in turn blown 
to pieces by bombs, has had the train in 
which he traveled purposely wrecked, and 
his head cut open by a would-be murderer's 
sword. King George of Greece,’ King Leo- 
pold of Belgium, King William of Wiirtem- 
berg, and King Edward have all been shot 
at, and Emperor Francis Joseph stabbed, 
while the present kaiser, who helped tocarry 
his old grandfather, the late Emperor Will 
lam, into his palace all covered with blood 
after the attempt on his life by Nobiling, is 
as firmly convinced as young Don Alfonso 
that sooner or later he will meet his fate 


at the hands of an assassin.

THE POOR MAN’S ICE. 

From various parts of the city comes the 
report, which has not been contradicted by 
representatives of the ice companies, that 
drivers of wagons refuse to sel) ice. for 
cash, but require those who wish to buy 
to procure books of coupons. These books 
cost not less than $5 each, and conse- 
quently every person who does not wisa 
to invest $5 at once is not able to buy a 
pound of ice. 

It used to be possible for the casual 
purchaser or the man who is unable to 
pay in advance for a book of coupons 
to buy of any wagon that came along. 
Competition was in a condition which 


permitted the small companies to live and 


prosper on a kind of trade which in many 
cases was practically peddling. Now the 
small companies do not exist. as inde- 
pendent concerns. Where they have re- 
tained their name and apparent sepa- 
are understood to be 
either owned by or operated in harmony 
with the large corporation which controls 
the situation in Chieago. It is natura! 
that these interests working in harmony 
should try to make sales as large as pos- 
sible, and unquestionably in some parts 
of the city the purchase of from haif a 
ton to two tons in advance, as indicated 
by eoupons given the purchaser, leads to 
greate? extravagance in the use of ice 
than if all purchases were paid for on 
delivery. It is probable that it is a busi- 
ness error to apply the same principle to 
the districts where the people simply have 
not the money. 

Whether profitable to the companies in 
a higher’ degree or fot to compel the user 
of ice to buy a book of coupons, it is a 
duty: of dhe companies to the community 
to make it possible for any person in the 
city to purchase such quantity as he may 
desire at a@ price fairly remunerative to 
the company. The companies are licensed 
by the city.. No one can sell ice without 
a license for every wagon employed in 
the traffic. The companies owe more 
accommodation to the city than is ex- 
pressed by the ‘strictly legal —? of 
their obligations. 

Ice is aimost as much a diuaedet of 
life as bread. If there is no provision in 
the city charter permittifig the city to 
end such abuses as the one indicated the 
framers of the new city charter should 
see to it that ample powers are given. 
A restaurant cannot: refuse to sell a msn 
food on the ground that he is unwilling 


_to buy a mea! ticket. A man is not con- 


pelled to buy $5 worth of bread, most of 
it for future delivery, in order to get one 
loaf. A man whose sick child is: suffec- 
ing for the relief which a piece of ice 
might bring should not be compelled to. 
buy 1,000 pounds at once. One of the 
most helpful charities in this city was 
that which distributed ice in snial]l quan- 
tities. But it onght not to be a matier 
of charity. The poor man’s money is as 
good as any one’s and he should be al- 
lowed to buy what he can pay for. 

It is not the price of ice of which: eom- 
plant is made. That is another qups 
tion which needs settling. The trouble 
now is that it is said to be impossible to 
buy ice at any price unless a man buys 
more than he has any immediate need of.

If they 
had done two years ago what they are do- 
ing now there would have been no stock- 
Some of the smaller 
houses may not he so ready to make need- 
ed changes, and compulsion may be re 
quired. The report of the commission 
appointed by thée>department of agricul- 
ture makes it plain that several of them 
were in a most insanitary condition. 
That report goes more into detail than 
the one made by Messrs. Neill and Reyn- 
olds. It specifies the abattoirs which 
were not open to criticism and names 
those that were. The commission de- 
scribes a estate of affairs which was 
neither wholly good nor wholly bad. It 
accuses the author of “The Jungle” of 
“willful and deliberate misrepresenta- 


legislation and the taking of additional 
precautions in order that the packing in- 
dustry may be free from reproach. , 
’ The present system of inspection guar 
antees the good quality of the fresh meat 
which comes from cattle slaughtered in 
the large houses, where there are govern- 
ment inspectors.) As 92 per cent of the 
cattle slaughtered are sold as fresh meat 
it is manifest that its consumers have 
had practically nothing to fear. If the 
public had an assurance that all fresh 
meat coming from the great packing cen- 
ters had been Inspected, and if there were 
an inspection of all canned goods, and if 
all abattoirs were known to be in as good 
sanitary shape ag those of the great Chi- 


i cago packers are, or will be in a short 


time, the meat consumers would be rid 
of all the doubts that now torment them. 

'T¢ the packers wish to regain without 
Josy of time the business they say they 
have lost they will welcome legislation 
providing for inspection from “ the hoof 
to the can.” They will enforce the high-’ 
est attainable standard of cleanliness in 
their own plants: and insist on others in 
the business being compelled to cultivate 
the science of sanitation. 

There is nothing to be gained by crim- 
tnation and recrimination. It might as 
well be admitted that there have been 
some things amiss In the packing business 
and that there is a reasonable popular 
demand for prompt remedial legislation.

AMERICANIZING NAMES. 

The proposition of a Pennsylvania con- 
greseman that long and strange looking for- 
eign nayes should be changed on an im- 
‘ieee admission to this country hardly 
commends itself’to the people of a nation 
which, for a hundred years or more, has ex- 
tended its arms in welcome to throngs of 
strangers from every part of the world. The 
American people jis a cosmopolitan admix- 
ture and the presence of un-English names 
is as: natural as it has grown to be familiar. 
It is far less important to have the names 
Americanized than to get American ideals 
firmly rooted in the minds of the newcomers, 
The latter end gained, the variety of names 
becomes but an added element in the glory 
of the land which can boast a united peo- 
ple formed from such diverse and apparently 
inharmonious types. 

It is questionable, too, whether the diffi- 
culties in the matter of names are as great 
as might be imagined from the spelling. 
Oftentimes a curious conglomeration -of 
letters is found to be melodious’ when pro- 
nounced in the original tongue of the owner, 
If the concession were made of spelling such 
a name phonetically the difficulty which is 
alleged would disappear, the honored name 
with its ancient) meaning would be pre- 
served, and there would be no hardship for 
any one. 

For there is bhrdship attendant upon a 
change of a familiar name. If there are 
property rights possibly to be affected the 
change of a surname might involve great 
expense, to say nothing of the increased diffi- 
culty of finding a desired individual known 
in this country by another designation than 
that of the homeland from which he came. 
Nor would this difficulty be much relieved 
by any system of registration at the port of 
eutry, no matter how honestly such a record 
might be kept, and, considering recent in- 
-yestigations into the matter of registration 
of applications for naturalization, the prob- 
abilities are against a reliable registry. 

There would be nothing specially new in 
governmental interference in changing 
names. Such action has been taken many 
times M%the past, but, some way or other, 
it does not seem just the right thing for a 
reputed land of liberty, no.matter what 
might be done under an autocracy. Exami- 
nation of names teveals that some of them 
represent things of utility and beauty, while 
others are the designations of things of 
ugliness and sin. They recall a time when 
the order that every one take a second name 
was met'by some with quick response, while 
in other cases obetinate delay was followed

A man who loves his work will stick to it 
as long as he has the strength, but if he 


is wise he will not murmur when days of 


forced idleness come upon him. Certainly 
he will not quicken the pate so that 
the end of work and the end of life may 
come together, and that speedily. 

Besides wearing out and rusting out 
there is the third possibility of keeping 
bright and keen to the last without the 
pressure that breaks. One must not cease 
to regard life as a solemn trust to be kept, ' 
and to be kept useful as long as possible, 
but one must believe that even apparent 
uselessness after a life of use has ita place 
in the divine plan. 


LIVE AND LET LIVE. 

Many people object to the strident music 
vf the smal! strolling street bands. There 
are others who are prejudiced against hand 
organs and would like to have them sup- 
pressed. Men and women who have re- 
fined musical tastes may be agonized by 
the brass bands and the hurdy-gurdies. The 
children love them all and get much pleas- 
ure out of their crude melody. There are 
some adults who have not been educated in 
the science of harmony and are happily 
ignorant enough to enjoy the strolling play- 
ers. They give more pleasure than they do 
pain, and should not be banished from the 
streets by a stern city council, Certainly 
that should not be done until worse noises 
have been suppressed—those of which steam 
and elevated roads, steamers, and motor- 
men, and automobilists, who use their gongs 
and horns incessantly, are guilty. 

It is impossible to say whether it is jeal- 
ousy or a love of high art that induced the 
musicians’ union to appeal to the council 
through the federation of labor to drive 
the humble members of their craft from the 
streets. If jealousy was the incentive, then 
the action of the union deserves condemna- 
tien. Painters do not ask for the abolition 
of chromos on the ground that their sale 
makes it harder for genuine artists to make 
a living. There is room in this great city 
for the skilled musicians of the union and 
the unskilled ones of the streets. It may 
be that the latter will be able to save up 
enough to take out union cards and then they 
will become at once fine players. 

If the union is actuated by a love of art 
it is making a mistake. The great sculptor 
does not ask for the prevention of the sale 
of plaster of paris images, which are often 
poor things. He sees them as the painter 
does in chromos instruction for the people 
in the rudiments of art. They begin by 
admiring poor, cheap things, and gradually 
develop a taste for something higher. The 
auntutored child that is attracted by a hand 
organ is likely to outgrow it-and become a 
devotee of the higher music blown or beaten 
out by the musicians’ union. 

The members of that organization are not | 
at the top of their profession, There are’ 
2 few musicians high above them who con- 
sider them extremely mediocre players. If 
the itinerant bands of “ hungry sevens” 
are to be put down because they do not play 
so well as the members of the musicians’ 


“union the latter should be choked off because 


there are orchestras or bands which far 
excel their organizations. . 

The council should turn a deaf ear to the 
prayer of the musicians’ union, even though 
indorsed by the federation of lImbor, and 
let the children have their street music. If 
the spectacle of an organ grinder without a 
union eard is offensive to organized labor a 
walking delegate should be sent out among 
the turners of cranks to unionize them. 
Then their orthodoxy would be unchal-

MAYOR DUNNE’S REMEDY: 
{From the Boston Evening Transcript, June 8.} \ 

The germ of municipal ownership generally 
effects a tenacious lodgment in those whom 
it attacks. Does anything go wrong in our 
social or economic institutions, its activity 
is manifest through the suggestions that 
eome from it. The proposition made by 
Mayor Dunne of Chicago looking to the es- 
tablishment of'a city owned slaughtering 
plant, where the packers would be compelled 
to kill their cattle and prepare their products 
for market under strict municipal supervi- 
sion, is a casein point. But why should it be 
necessary for the city to own and maintain 
a plant for the purpose of exercising such 
‘supervision? A properly organized munici- 
»pality should have the authority to inspect 
all such plants at all times, and undoubtedly 
Chicago has that authority, should she decide 
to,use it. * 

In fact, the reproach that attaches to the 
alleged methods of the packers does not stop 
with the stockyards and slaughter houses. 
It rests upon the municipal government of 
Chicago as well. Does any one suppose that 
it lacked the power through its mayor, or its 
board of health acting under the orders of the 
mayor, or on its own {nitlative, to bring to 
book any such violations of the conditions 
of public health as those that have been dis- 
closed? Every city has inberentiy the right 
to abate its nuisances. 

Federal inspection is now shown to be 
necessary, but it would not be were looal 
inspection vigilant, honest, and efficient. 
The local inspectors, it is true, cannot thee 
Tetically extend their functions to the pro- 
tection of interstate commerce, but they 
could, and should, see that no such condi- 
tions exist undér their jurisdiction as those 
recently described to us. 

The mayor does not set at once to work 
with the authority and power already his to 
correct these.evils, if they exist to the extent 
charged.’

HE educational trouble about the élassien is 
really an affair of the history of learning and 
ought to be looked at in a_ historical light.

In 
the enormous majority of:cases boys have not 
learned Latin or Greek or anything else ex- 
cept reading, writing, and a little arithmetic. 
We are no worse among the upper and 
wealthier middle ‘classes, “the barbarians,” 
who hate books and live in the open air, than 
we always have been. The human boy of these 
classes never learned anything in a literary 
Way except in the rare cases when he was 

naturally bookish, 
In the old times especially it was the poor men’s sons, servitors

Bohemia in its present aspects is that state in which the sane, 
decent adult world is expected to minimize or overlook the immor- 
alities and outrages of the bohemian against community decency. 
The bohemian at large in the world is in the position of asking on 
a broad scale that type of indulgence with which the college town 
overlooks the college hoodlum. Bohemia is a state of mind, and to the 
extent that it may influence other minds to bear With its follies and 
vices it establishes itself for other aggressions. 

Oddly enough in recent years the word “ bohemia” has come ‘o 
have more offensive sound to the bohemian than it seems: to haye for 
the average indifferent adult of grown mind. For one to be in line 
for a snub in the old bohemia he only has to intrude into old bohemia 
and declare himself a bohemian. “Who are you to seek my im-

- tloned one to enter this estate of the. accepted bohemian of pedigree 
he must answer questions and show cause beyond those of many 
of the organized secret societies of the world. It is because of this 
that the new school of bohemia has developed on broader lines and 
through more liberal laws has uncounted, countless memberships and 
youthful waiting lists of applicants. 

Bohemia today is an affected sign manual which stands for 
license that is without social penalty.

girl whose wonderful beauty has. set the 
artists of New York raving. The photo- 
graphs and sketchts of this girl, made by 
Carl L. Van Trerin and Elwood. Williams, 
two New York artists, have revealed, ac- 
cording to the artist colany of the city, the most perfect 
type of young feminine beauty ever discovered. 


Yet the name of this beautiful girl, the place of her - 


residence, and all other information regarding her has 

been suppressed by the two artists, who declare that 

she never shall know how beautiful she is if they can 
help it, for they belleve that the discovery that she is 
wonderfully beautiful—a perfect type of feminine beauty 

“would bring upon her a lifé of discontent and unhapp!i- 

ness, which, in all probability, within a few years would 

destroy not only her peace of mind but her beauty itself. 

Without telling her of her exceeding loveliness the 
two artists left her happy and contented, inhocent, 
healthy, and a gem fitting perfectly into the maryelous 
beauty of her native mountains. Perhaps some one else 
will discover her and bring misery upon her by telling 
her of her beauty, but Van Trerin and Williams say 
they never will. She ts ignorant, uncultured, wild. She 
will not bear transplanting from the mountains. 

| The description given of her by the discoverers bears 
‘out the representations of . their photographs and 
sketches. She is 18 yearr old. She ‘is 5 feet 7 inches 
tall, and weighs 114 pounds. Her body is as siender 
and graceful as the body of a panther: Her feet and 
hands are small, and, despite the coarse food of the 
‘mountain home in which she lives her complexion is 
declared-perfect. Her skin is.a soft alive, tinged with 
pink, and glowing with health. Her hair is an auburn 
brown, heavy, and lighted with golden gleams. ‘Her eyes 
are dark brown, large, and expressive, her lips and nose 
are almost classic, although softened with merriment. 
i\'The teeth are white and regular. The whole poise and 
carriage is declared to be exquisite and her grace sur- 
‘passing. : 

Just where this wonderful beauty of the mountains 
Tives no one except the two New York artists knows. 

But this much is known—her name is Elizabeth, and 
she is called Beth. She lives somewhere near Dahlonega, 
'Ga., or in the region of Blood mountain, Porter Springs, 
Frozen Knob, or along the beautiful Teccea river-’ This 
much is known, because the fellow artists who have 
examined the sketches and paintings of Van Trerin and 
Williams know that they went into the mountain regions 
in the early spring to paint, that they left the railroad 
at Dahlonega, and that they brought back sketches and 
photographic views of the points mentioned. ‘ 

The artists determined to spend three weeks sketch- 
ing, painting, and taking photographs fdr future land- 
scape reference in the picturesque Blue Ridge region, 
partly from business and partly as a vacation trip. They 
went south from New York early in April. 

_~» According to their story they had been at work in 
the region for perhaps a week, when one day they hap- 
pened to need a model—and they inquired where they 
could find a young and pretty girl who would pose for 
them. They “were informed that none of the country 
girls would pose for strangers, and that the men would 
not permit them to do so, 

They abandoned the idea, knowing the suspicion with 
which all new comers are regarded in the region. They 
set up their possessions and their easels in an abandoned 
log cabin In a beautiful mountain valley, and decided to 
camp out there for a few days, cooking their own meals 
and eleeping rolled in their blankets on the floor. 

‘Wiliams was appointed a delegation of one to go 
to the nearest cabin, inform the people there of their 
intention of occupying the deserted cabin, and to try to 
buy some supplies, especially fresh milk, butter, and 


eggs—and, if possible, a piece of bacon. 
An hour later Willlams came ruahing back. He 
brought supplies, and also a tin water bucket, which 
he had bought from the mountaineers. He declaraimhe 


> 
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had found the most beautiful girl he ever had seen. Van 
Trerin, who was busy trying to make a fire in the big 
chinked stone chimney, paid little attention to him, but 
Williams kept talking of the beauty of the girl, until, 
after they had lunched, Van Trerin declared he ‘would go 
to the house and try to buy some cornmeal, in order to 
get a glimpse of the girl over whom his chum was 
raving. : 

He returned more excited than Williams had been.

Accoréing to the judgment of later historians his reign 
was about the most glorious in the whole history of 
Egypt He was possessed of military genius, and under 
his direction Syria was recaptured and the influence of 
Egypt was firmly established in western Asia. But no 
matter how many battles he won or how many captives 
he brought back to Thebes te exhibit in the courthouse 
aquare, the old timers around the court wagged their 
heads and said: “ Yes, he’s doing fairly well for a be- 
giuner, but he'll never come up to the mark set by his 
Aunt Hattie.” Hatasoo was her fill name, but thos 
who had known her for a long time called her “ Hattie, 
and to a few of her intimates she was known as “ Hat.” 

Thutmes was merely human. For years @is domi- 
neering aunt had kept him eut of the running, and now 
that he was on the throne the glory of her achievements 
constantly was being dinged into him.. Every time he 
rode out in his chariot, standing up and sawing away 
at four horses, just as they do in Ringling’s circus at 
the present time, he saw her name and picture on all 
the public buildings, and, of course. two or three years 
after her departure everybody bragged about her a good 
deal harder than they had while she was alive.

obelisks, and public buildings and put his own glaring 
label on everything in sight. In the language of Mr. 
Peasley, the kings seemed 4o spend most of their“ time 
in “knocking their predecessors” and “ boosting " them- 
selves. 

Here are a few instances: Tut-enkh-Amon erected 
in the fore court of the temple of Ammon at Karnak 
trro--colessal- statues of-A’mmon-and Amonet.and.ded- 
icated them to himself. He wished to perpetuate his 
name. At this late date wé cannot understand why any 
one should wish to pe:;ccute that kind of a namie, But 
Tut, like the millionaires of today, wished to be remem- 
bered pleasantly lorg after people had ceased to inquire 


‘as to whether or not he ever accepted rebates, so he put 


in--a lot-- of time heving. these large figures.carved and 
propped up in the court of the templé. After he die& 
and almost before he was cold; his successor, Haremheb,

King Amenepshis 
and his wife are seen seated on their 
square built Roycroft thrones, while two 
head priests of Amomn burn incense be- 
fore them and sing their praises and tell 
them that the people are with the ad- 
ministration no matter how the senate 
may cary on.

When Queen Hatasoo put in huge obelisks in the 
temple of Karnak she removed a row of columns erected 
by Thutmes I. After Thutmes ‘III. became king he got 
even with his aunt by ®Suilding a stone wall which 
blocked the view of her pet obelisks. This was probably 
the original “spite fence.” Amenophis IT. had some 
grudge against the memory of Thutmes, for he tore away 
most of the wall and put Hatasoo’s columns on exhibi- 
tion once more. 


Hatasoo built a reck temple at Benihassen and dedi- 
cated it to a goddess who happened to be a particular 


friend of hers. Pakht was the name. Thutmes, the. 


nephew, had her name erased wherever he found it in or 
around the temple, but neglected to substitute his own, 
s0 when Sethos I. came along and. discovered the blank 
spaces he said, “This 4s my temple,” and unblushingly 
ordered his name to be carved on every open spot. 


In the temple of Abydos the aforesaid Sethos took 
up a large area of wall space in blowing about himself 
and telling of his wisdom and piety and how he stood in 
with the gods. His son, Rameses the Great, started on 


‘another part of the wall to tell about himself When 


Rameses (this is our old friend, the boss advertiser), got 
wound up his chief deligttt was to tell of his filial devo- 
tion. In the temple at Abydos he started Im to explain 
how sincerely he revered the memory of Sethos and how 
he was probably the most dutiful son that ever grew 
up, and before he got through he had so much to say 
about himself and his love for the departed male parent 
that he had to chisel away most of his father’s auto- 
biography in order to make room for his own!

to be overcome with admiration of the athletic monarch. 
One has her hand resting on his shoulder, as if she hated 
to see him go. The other, having just fitted him with 
his new gourd shaped hat, has both hands in. the air, 
and you can almost hear her say, “O, my! It looks 
just fine?!” ; 
Seti Il. was another shrinking violet. In one of his 
private three sheet advertisements, No, 6, he has the 
sublime effrontery to represent the great goddess Hathor 
as holding his hand tenderly and offering him the jew- 
eled collar which she is wearing. Notice the uplifted 
hand. He is supposed to be saying, “ This is all sudden, 
and, besides, would it be proper for me to accept jewelry.

The body uttered a confused .cry and raised its 
hands vaguely toward the mouth, clearly showing that 
to some ex‘ent it felt the wrench, yet wheh the man 
himself resumed possession twenty seconds later he 
declared that he had felt absolutely nothing of the 
operation.

survive him. His filial affection, which throughout his 
reign had allowed her an extent of influence prejudicial 
to his rule, continued unabated to its close, and his chief 
concern on starting for his fatal march against Munis 
was for what might be im store for her in the event of 
his perishing.

Dangerous Sort of Business. 


FTER fourteen years’ Gealing with 
performing elepha:.ts in a cirdusit 
hard to say just what it was that 
attracted me to the life. For in the

of tions, and I broke them into stunts that . 
were unheard of at thé time. 

Naturally I may say tzat I havé that cer- 
tain “way with anima'’s”’’ which for lack 
of something better serves to describe the 
rerson who makes ¢ success at animal train- 
ing. Without that interest and attachment 
for the creatures of the wilds it is doubtful.if 
& pereon ever is drawn successfully to the 
work. It is not a business that would ap- 
peal to a person who nad not other attrac- 
tions for it than the mec+ desire to do some- 
thing that merely will pay a salary. 

Fourteen years’ experience with the In- 
cian elephant, however have left me with a 
‘lot of things which 1 cannot explain and 
vhich may be in contradiction of what gen- 
erally is accepted regarding the elephant in 
general. As a general pr: position it is a fact 
that the intelligence of the elephant is over- 
estimated. There are individual elephants 
which are among the ceenest’ of creatures, 
Lut there are droves of -hem‘that are stupid 
beyord all popular aed 


Much semanas on Trai 
There are elephants that may dieo ola age 
and yet have lived long lives of tractability 
and kindliness; yet on the other hand, for 
menagerie. purposes, twenty years of work 
in the ring’is likely to turn the best of them 
into ugly brutes that must be destroyed. But 


here, of course, much depends upon the mian . 


in charge of them. 

As a menagerie and ring property with the 
circus the elephant is not different particu- 
larly from the horse. . With the ‘best of 
horses a bad horseman may spoll a whole 
stable. ‘he horse that runs away from 
fright nevér can be trusted wholly again. 
@o it is with the elephant that once has 
broken over bounds. If he has ever kicked 
or squeezed or struck his keeper, or if he 
has ever taken fright and bolted; he is just 
that much a burden upon his. master, just 


that much an unknown quantity over his 


fellows. 
In the present Ringling herd are thirty 


elephants, with twenty of them schooled. to 
ring tricks:. These animals range from 
Babe and Alice, which weigh 12,000 pounds 
each, down to the baby of the herd. Only 
one. of these is an African. elephant, which 
is kept only as showing the difference in the 
species. For all ring purposes the African 
brute is unworthy. He is uglier in disposi- 
tion and with far less intelligence: 
a 
African Elephant Is Stupid. . 

For example, this African specimen always 
has been inclined to balk at entering and leav- 
ing cars when we are on the road. On one 
occasion when we were in an especial hurry, 
and the creature had decided not to leave the 
car, I threw a big chain over him and called 
big Babe over for a little help.“ Babe took 
one long pull, strong pull, and pull all to- 
gether, and his African cousin came out of 
that car straight on his head into the oin- 
dera of the railroad yard. Derise as the Af- 
rican was, he learned the lesson, At odd 
times. now he gets surly and refuses for a 
moment to move, but the moment I call for 
Babe he gets busy. 

The average person doesn't realize just how 
much it means for the keeper and trainer te 
talk to the creatures he is handiing. I talk 
to these great brutes almost as I would to 
a person, and some of them do their (jest to 
talk to me.. In the menagerie train my car 
is next to theirs, and in thd night if one of 
them trumpets I know which one it is and 
if things are quiet I asn cdl) to the fellow 
and reassure him, : _ 

At the same time as suggesting the intelli- 
gence of the Indian elephant, or the iack of 
it, the trainer might tell of some of the “ easy 


tricks” of the ring and of the weeks of pa- . 


tient work which have led up to one of these 
* easy” and simple performances. I recal! 
three individuals in the herd which 1 tried 
to teach to stand on their heads. One of them 
learned the trick in just three hours; it took 
three weeks to teach another of the trio. while 
the third animal never has learned the trick 
and never will.

But hardly anybody in the city knows what 

a watchman does. 


The night watchman business is one of the: 


big night trades of the city. Perhaps 1,700 
men travel beat ali night and guard the sleep- 
ing city—there is no way to get the exact 
count for any men who can persuade other 
men to let him watch their premises can be- 
come a night watchnian and there are scores 
in the business, independently, each having 
his own little section to guard. 

However, there are at least a dozen pros- 
perous private patrols in the city, and each 
outlying district has its own. — 

I can estimate from our owh experiences of 
seventeen years how much the night watch- 
man saves cago. The calculations are 
based entirelfjon our figures—comparing the 
number of houses in our district with the 
total in Chicago.

Catch Burglars and Pat Out Fires. 


From these calculations, which ought ap- 
proximately to be correct, the night watch- 
men of Chicago are responsible for an aver- 
age of five arrests a night, they lead to the 
capture of approximately two burglars a 
week, they discover on an average eight in- 
cipient fires a night, they find an average 
of 240 doors and windows left open each 
might during the winter season—and per- 
haps 3,000 a night during the summer. 

The business is an interesting one. The 
night watchman sees. more of the careless- 
ness of house owners than any other person. 
He discovers overheated furnaces, red hot 
boilers, smoking Partitions, and all sorts 
of things. 

In residence districts the watchman’s 
charge {s from $1 to $1.50 a month per house. 
In business houses the charges are higher. 
My partner, A. McKinnon, ind I have been 
in the business for fogrteen years in Edgewa- 
ter, Rogers Park, and Sheridan Park—~which 
are typical residence districts of the best 
kind. When we started in business there 
were fourteen more city policemen traveling 
out of stations in our district than there are 
now—although the population has more than 
doubled. We always have worked with the 
city police, assisting them at every turn 
and they have aided us. We never have had 
a conflict with them, although some patrols 
continually clash with and oppose the city 
police.

The above system may be called cross in- 
dexing. While a judicious policy would dic- 
tate that memory for names and faces ought 

cultivated, the many find themselves 
utterly deficient in either recognizing the 
features or recalling the name at once. Many 
instances could be quoted of persons in busi- 
ness, politics, statecraft, warfare, society 
who have possessed remarkable memory for 
both faces and names. Nota few have won 
their spurs and successes on the sround of 
memory alore. 

The system here suggested ts of incaicula ble 
service in preserving reference to facts, dates, 
items of business, news, clippings, photo- 
graphs, etc. Suppose,.for example, that you 
wish to refer to this article: “Write under 
“I of your subject index book, “* Index, 
system for; see Chicago Sun. Trib: Work. 
Mag., Apr. ——, '06.". If cligping has been 
filled away, say in addition, ‘{kee scrap book 
No, 5, p. 36.”

Card System of Indexes. 

It might be pointed out as a suggestion that 
indexing by cities, states, dates, and by cards 
for each item (card system), are available in 
some occupations. The cards may be re- 
moved when full, or when no longer needed.

Not So Accidental as It Seems

HERE are some successes so sudden 
that they are never understood. 

Those quicksteps from obscurity into 
the financial limelight which every lit- 
tle while astonish people are most 

often found ‘to have back of them ea long term 
of work, in which was gained the real experi-. 
ence which only needed to be transplanted to 
@ slightly different environment. 

There is no rich man of whom this ls more 
true than it is of R. W. Sears of Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. The great plant of which Mr. 
Sears is now the sole head is commonly sup- 
posed to haye started in Chicago a little over 
ten years ago. In a way this is true, but the 
real beginning was made twenty-one years 
ago, when Mr. Sears was « station agent at 
Deadwood Falls. 

Five years before that, or when he was 
ebout 15, he left school and learned teleg- 
raphy. He got the little railroad telegraph 
office at Deadwood Falls, later on becoming 
ticket agent and freight agent as well. In 
this post he had considerable business with 
farmera. They got a goo8@ many things 
through mail order houses which were al- 
ready emtablished. The idea—“ if not satis- 
factory, money refunded had never been 
thought of then, and most of the things came

Mr. Sears trahsferred him- 
self to Minneapolis for a few months and 
then to Chicago under the name of the 
Sears Watch and Jewelry company, although

It was in these early days that Mr. Sears 
really made the meteoric part of his career. 
He had not been in Chicago long before he 
had a chance to sell out for $100,000.

She was pretty and shapely, and had a good voice, 
and what was also of importance was tractable and re- 
sponsive, and he put her'on right away and made her 
a drummer. She was dressed in tights with a military 
hat, and beat a snare drum so well that she was pointed

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Irene Frizelle Has Just Been Married. 

Another erstwhile Chicago chorus girl has been 
brought into prominence by her recent marriage. It is 
Irene Frizelle, who the other day became Mrs. Felix 
Isman of Philadelphia. Miss Frizelle always was buf- 
feted about in the perpetual disagreement as to her 
disposal which took place between members of her fam- 
ily. Her grandmother, who had a great deal to do with 
bringing her up, was opposed to her going on the stage, 
while her mother, to say the least of it, was partial 
to the idea. 

She had been educated at St. Mary’s, near South 
Bend. She was a fine Frénch scholar, and it was her 
grandmother’s idea that with her musical education she 
should teach one or the other or both. But one day, 
to this good woman’s horror, Irene engaged to sing in 
the chorus of “Peggy from Paris.” It was not long after 
when she was awarded a beauty prize by a committee 
of artists, and when the company went to Boston it was 
declared that she was the prettiest woman who had 
been seen on the Boston stage for years. Not long aft- 
erward She received the same verdict in New York. 
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Miss Mignon Demerest, though not a chorus girl, 
is mo exception to the rule of beapty in the girl who 
begins here. She went directly from amateur parts into 
the leading role in “The Sultan of Sulu.” Her first ap- 
pearance was in the Chicago Musical college’s amateur 
production of “Trovatore.” She was a society girl and did

Helping Husband Regain His Wealth. 


Fannie Ward, who returned to the stage this winter 
after the loss of some of her husband’s millions, is a 
former Chicago chorus girl who afterward became known. 
as the greatest beauty on the American stage. Sle 
started in the chorus of “Sinbad,” one of Dave Hen- 
derson’s extravaganzas, and was picked out for Cupid. 
She went from here. to the Casino and then went to 
London, where she secured a backer in Sam Lewis, who 
soon afterward married her. He has been reported un- 
lucky in late speculations, which has prompted “ Mrs. 
Joe” to return to the stage. They have a mansion in 
Park lane, and a country place in Buckinghamshire, 
and for years have lived: magnificently. During the cor- 
onation Mrs. Lewis was awarded a prize by a magazine 
as the “best dressed woman of the year.”

After her 
work in the “Graces” she went with Alice Neilson’s com- 
pany as understudy and in the chorus, and it was here 
that she developed her ability as an actress. .Her career 
was interrupted by marriage until it suddenly was taken 
up again when she was asked to take the leading part 
in the Huntley and Harris company at three days’ no- 
tice. 

Helen Hahn first learned stenography in a Chicago 
school, then went into the chorus in “ Winsome Winnie.” 
During rehearsal Sam Shubert found it necessary to 
have the services of a stenographer, and she stepped 
forward and volunteered hers. She afterward was em- 
ployed as his private secretary, acting as chorus girl 
in the evening. 

May Naudain, who was with Lew Fields last sum- 
mer, is a graduate of one of the Chicago conservatories 
who started in the chorus of “ Babes in Toyland.” She 
was “recognized” by Julian Mitchell, who afterward 
gave her a more important part.

The long trall- 
ing vines give a cool look to the dining 
room when twined about chandelier and 
mantel, and nothing makes a dish of salad 
look more appetizing than a border of nas- 
turtium leaves. 

-Bven after the frost has killed many of 
the summer flowers the trailing nasturtium 
fidurishes im all its glory. Its season lasts 
from the early summer flowers to those 
that survive the first frost. 

And how mtich better In a iNmited garden 
space to have one glorious bed of flowers 
than several tiny inferior plats, all requiring 
different conditions and different care. Be- 
sides many amateurs can be a sticcess at 
cultivating one flower when they would be 
a failure at tending many.

The Gardener Said— 

When selecting your plants remember that 
the eo-c’lled “hardy garden " gives far 
greater satisfaction than any other kind. 
Annuals of course aré not to be despised, 
and for the beginner have much to recom- 
mend them But after all the flowers and 
the shrubs that one can count on to come 
up year after year with comparatively little 
eare are what most people really went. 

For rearing vegetables the best: place is at 
the foot of a wall with a southern aspect; 
here they will obtain all the warmth and shel- 
ter needed and such a position is useful later 
on for sowing @warf peas in lines about four 
feet apart with rows of lettuce or spinach 
between. Room may also be found for a few 
rows of early carrots in a similar position. 

Seedlings never should be taken direct from 
the greenhouse to the garden. You should 
harden them off gradually by putting the 
boxes out of doors whenever the weather is 
suitable duritig the daytime. A few days of 
such airing makes all the little plants sturdy 
and independent, so that when they are care- 
fully transferred from the boxes to the flower 
beds they suffer no shock from sudden 
change. 

Grass sown tn the spring generally is ready 
for its first cutting towards the end of June. 
If a mower ie used the grass should be dry, 
for the machine works better under such con- 
ditions. To keep the lawn in good condition 
it should be gone over with the mower at 
least once a week. When the grase is long 
and coarse the scythe is the best weapon. 
It should be used early in the morning while 
the dew is still om the grass. 

Few people are aware that fuchsias do well 
in window boxes even if the box faces due 
east. Should you happen to have a pot of 
two in the house with plants that have not 
done well shake them out, put them in the
